Tosee what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to secure state aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways under the 
provisions of Chapter 35, Laws of 1905, or amendments 
thereto, and pass any other vote or votes in relation to 


the same. \ 


ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the repairing high- 
ways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of 
the Trunk Line and State Aid highways in said town, 
and pass any other vote or votes relative thereto.

ARTICLE 6. Tosee what method the town will vote 
to adopt for breaking roads the coming winter, raise and 
appropriate a sum of money, not exceeding two thous- 
and dollars, to pay the same, and pass any other vote or 
votes relative to the same. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance 
of street lights for the ensuing year, and pass any other 
vote or votes relative to the same. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of seventy-five dollars for 
Memorial Day expenses. 


ARTICLE 9. To see what sum of money, not ex- 
ceeding five hundred and ninety dollars, the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to pay its notes and in- 
terest, and pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money, not exceeding two 
hundred dollars in addition to that required by law, for 
the maintenance of the Free Public Library located at 
Milton Mills and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars to 
assist the Nute High School in payment of the increased 
salaries of the teachers. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of two hundred dollars to be 
placed in the hands of the Civic Committee of the 
Woman’s Club, to be used for the improvement and 
beautifying of the the grounds in front of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad Station. 

Upon petition of R. M. Kimball and nine others. 
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ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred and fifty 
dollars for the purpose of celebrating the return of our 
Soldiers, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 14. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.
